National lea- 
ders must scotch the idea that everyone is entitled to 
everything: he wants.

With the Spring planting in 
1935 dusting in the Glades got 
under way again. Faulkner 
sent for Imes to come. and 
work with him, Delta Dusting 
had contracted with some of 
the farmers but when a freeze 
hit the Glades, Delta moved 
their planes to the coast. One 
of the farmers who had con- 
tracted with Delta had 20 
acres left and asked Delta to 
come and dust it. Delta, said 
Imes, didn't want to send a 
plane back out to the Glades 
for under 400 acres. There 
weren't that many acres of 
crops left in the area so Faulk- 
ner and Imes got the job. 
When the farmers replanted 
and Delta moved back, the 
farmers, “being а clanish 
bunch,” said Imes, stuck with 
the local boys. 

Faulkner moved to the 
coast and Imes stayed in the 
Glades and has been dusting 
here ever since, except for five 
years during the war, At thet 
time the crops that were dust- 
ed were string beans, cabbage, 
bell pepper, lima beans, peas 
and some tomatoes sround 
Lake Harbor. Celery and 
Sweet corn were not grown in 
the Glades then, Imes said, 

When Imes moved here he 
was flying a Waco, a 1927 
design biplane, He had taught 
fying and had bamstormed 
and even put out a few loads 
of dust, He started teaching 
flying when he had only 2 
hours and 50 minutes solo 
time himself. “I had students 
who knew as much about fly- 
ing as I did,” he sajd. 

In the slack summer sea- 
son some Glades dusters head 
for the cotton fields of Lou- 
isiana and Georgia. R, Е. Dad- 
son is there now with two of 
his planes, 

Among the “new commers” 
to Glades” dusting is Ted Ro- 
man, He started dusting in 
the Glades in 1947. He started 
flying about 10 years before 
tnat when ће was a senior in 
high school, During the War 
he served as a flight instruc- 
tor and squadron Commander. 
After the war he operated a 
Sea Plane Base for two years 
before coming south, Dusting 
during the summer months 
has taken him as far north as 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 

Frank and Sam Belk are 
alsoygew comers to the Glades, 
Frank came to Pahokee and 
started dusting in 1949, Sam 
flies but prefers working on 
planes. Together they have 
built up what Vernon LeRoy 
calls “One of the finest equip- 
ped small airports in the Unit- 
ed States.” LeRoy is a United 
Airlines pilot stationed in Mi- 
ami ‘with a second home in 
Pahokee, Customers come 
from Miami, West Pulm Beach 
and аз far away as North Car- 
oline to have work done, said 
LeRoy, In addition, he said, 
Pahokee is the only airport in 
south east Florida where a 
plane with a radio not work- 
ing can land to have it repair- 
ed. Other airports require в 
working radio for landing. 

Frank Belk started flying in 
1932, instructed during World 
War Il -and has been dusting 
in the Glades for 16 years. He 
has been flying the same plane 
for 20 years, a Stearman biw- 
ing. He calls dusting a “hard 
profession and hazardous.”

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Variety is the spice that 
has put life into the Cape 
Coral Gardens. 

‘The immense and picture 
dque attraction, little more 
than a year old, isn’t strict- 
ly gardens, Nor is it just an 
aquarium, zoo, aviary, art” 
museum, theater or scenic 
drive, 

It’s all of these —and 
more, offering something of 
interest to every one of the 
more than 197,000 persons 
who visited the Gardens in 
1965. 

New features are contin- 
ually added to make the 
Gardens more appealing to 
visitors of all ages. Already 
this year, the Hobby Hall of 
Fame has moved into a 
gleaming, colonnaded pa- 


vilion, new headquarters 
of the National Hobby In- 
stitute, 


It took a combination of 
men, machines, imagination 
and nearly $3 million to 
carve the showcase out of 
nearly 30 acres of raw pine 
and palmetto land in the 
back yard of this Gulf 
Coast community, which it 
self has sprouted in eight 
years from an uninhabited 
hunting preserve into a full. 
fledged city of more than 


6,000 residents, 

Winding its way into the 
gardens is a 2% mile boule 
vard called the Avenue of 
Roses, its shoulders and 
median strip artful 
scaped with thousan: 
roses, hibiscus, oleander & 
palms — even а two-head- 
ed one. 

The parking lot and near- 
by gift shop lead into a gar- 
den dominated by an impos- 
ing cast-stone renditión of 
the historic flag-raising sce- 
ne on Iwo Jima. Felix de 
Weldon, who executed the 
$850,000 Marine Corps Me- 
morial at Arlington, Va., 
was commissioned by Gulf 
American Land Согрога- 
tion, Cape Coral developer, 
to produce this one, with 
figures nine feet tall. 

Flanking the memorial 
are a monument and five 
poles bearing the flags of 
the United States, England, 
France, Spaín, and the Con- 
federacy — a’ tribute to 
“Florida Under Five Flags” 
presented last year to/the 
Garden of Patriots by the 
Woodmen of the World. 

The Garden of Patriots is 
becoming famous for its 
outstanding * collection= of 
statuary of historical inter- 
est featuring busts of U. S. 


presidents including Jo Da- 
vidson's Frank Р Roosevelt, 
Gleb Derujinsky's, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Nison Tri- 
gor's Elisenhower, Gutzon 
Borglum's Lincoln and Hou- 
don's George Washington. 

Atop a miniature, man- 
made mountain is Lincoln 
Borglum's replica of the fa- 
mous Mount Rushmore Na- 
tional Monument executed 
by his father, Gutzon Borg- 
lum, bearing the huge busts 
of Washington, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Teddy Roose- 
velt, 

Set in a free-form cup- 
ola of precast concrete in a 
reflecting pool is the focal 
point of the Garden of Pa- 
triots the bronze bust 
of John F. Kennedy is the 
rugged style of Robert 
Berks, a sculpture featured 
in Life and on the cover of 
Newsweek magazine. 

A trail climbs through 
vies including “The Fat Spy’ 
which was shot entirelý at 
Cape Coral. 

There is no admission fee 
to the Garden of Patriots. 
A moderate charge for the 
rest of the Gardens includes 
a porpoise show and, at 
night, a performance of the 
“Waltzing Waters.”

trees to the Porpoise Para- 
dise, a 240,000-gallon salt- 
water pool rigged with the 
reproduction of a Spanish 
galleon that appears to 
have run aground on a со- 
ral reef, with waterfalls, 
flowers and palms. From 
the poopdeck of the galleon 
а trainer puts the porpoises 
through their acts four 
times daily. 

Many of the Gardens’ 40, 
000 rose bushes are in the 
Garden of Roses, set in for- 
mal octagonal beds on eith- 
er side of a 200-foot reflect- 
ing pool. 

This ‘is the site of the 
Amvet Memorial Carillon. 
One of 10 in the United 
States( it is similar to the 
one at the USS Arizona 
memorial at Pearl Harbor. 

Cape Coral roses have 
been presented to state go- 
yernors and are planted on 
state capitol grounds thru- 
out the nation. 

Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson 
accepted a special selection 
from the 55 varieties in 
Cape Coral Gardens which 
have been planted by the 
the National Park Service 
at Ward Circle in Washing- 
ton, D. C. as part of the 
Make American Beautiful 
program she has spearhead- 
ed. 

Here also are numerous 
rustic- redwood benches, 
shaded by palms and hibis- 
cus, statues of the Four 
Seasons in Florentine style, 
and a reproduction of “The 
Pieta” in the same Carrara 
marble used by Michelang- 
elo for the original. Hun- 
dreds of petunias in various 
brillant colors surround the 
grotto. 

In a 2% acre Lake аге 
the Waltzing Waters, larg- 
est musical fountain built 
by berlin's master foun- 
tain-maker, Otto Przystar 
wik. Each night, more than 
800 jets send tons of waters 
upward in countless config- 
urations as high as 85 feet, 
changing colors and shapes 
to the tunes of various mus- 
ical scores as spectators 
watch from a grass-terrac- 
ей amphitheater. 

To the right, paths wind 
through the lush tropical 
foliage of the Aloha Lagoon 
and over its moon bridges 
that link enchanting little 
isles set asmidt small la- 
goons that are fed constant- 
ly by picturesque waterfalls 

ading over coral rocks. 

Through the Hanging 
Gardens — a long, dark ar- 
bor covered with hanging 
moss, orchids, wisteria, Aus- 
tralian staghorns, ferns, 
lilies and other exotics — 
the trait leads to the Flam- 
ingo Pool, home not only of 
flamingos but also of ma- 
caws, maynahs, raccoons & 
a bobcat, 

Beyond, the trail mean- 
ders over soft rolling hills 
covered by more than a 
thousand varféties of hibi- 
cus, including the Rare Mal 
lu, a swamp hibiscus with 
pink and white blossoms. 
This is the official National 
Hibiscus Showcase of the 
American Hibiscus Society, 
which makes its headquar- 
ters here. 

The gardens, open dai 
year-round, are the location 
of many TV films and mo-

Cancer Cause 
Of 59,080 
Florida Deaths 


Over 17 per cent of all 
deaths in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty in 1965 were due to can- 
cer, it was announced Thurs 
day by Dr, Malcolm S. Van 
de Water, president of the 
Palm Beach County Unit 
of the American Cancer So- 
ciety. 

“In statistical informa- 
tion compiled by the Flori- 
da Division of the ACS, 
based in Tampa, and the 
Florida State Board of 
Health, it was revealed that 
of 3,027 deaths їп Palm 
Beach County in 1965, 528 
deaths were due to the 
dread disease,” Dr. Van de 
Water declared 

The report also said that 
there was a total of 59,080 
deaths from all causes in 
Florida in 1965. Of this to- 
tal more than 17 per cent, 
or 10,352 Floridians died 
as the result of cancer. 

“We are not releasing 
somber statistics to fright- 
en people,” Dr. Van de Wa- 
ter asserted. “We are pre- 
senting the figures as fac- 
tual information. ү 

“It is our hope,” he said, 
“to make more citizens con- 
stantly aware of the vicious 
disease, to urge them to be- 
come aware of 'сапсегз 7 
warning signals,’ and to re- 
commend to everyone the 
wisdom of having regular 
health checkups which in- 
clude a general cancer ex- 
aminatign,

Florida Has Large Comple 


Florida Growers May Exhibit 
Vegetables In German Festival 


Florida products may go 
on display with German 
gusto if plans being formu- 
Jated in cooperation with 
the Florida Fruti and Vege- 
table Association material- 
ize as pr 

A lady importer of Flor- 
ida products, Mrs. Ingeborg 
Е, Hitcheock, paid a call on 
FFVA recently to discuss 
the possibilities for having 
a Florida show. As a result 
of the Orlando conference, 
it was decided March, 1967 
would be the best time for 
the exhibit to be held in 
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Wiesbaden. The program 
would be conducted in con- 
junction with major sup- 
ermarkets of that German 
city. 

J. S. Peters, FFVA mem- 
bership and industry rela- 
tions manager, and Wayne 
Hawkins, FFVA production 
marketing manager, met 
with Mrs. Hitchcock and 
with Don King of А. Duda 
& Sons Coperative of Ovie- 
do to make plans for the 
event which also would fea. 
ture products other than 
those derived from Florida 


agrciulture. 
Mr. Peters disclosed after 
the conference, “We (Flor- 
ida growers) have partici- 
pated in European shows in 
the past, but this would be 
the first time in which our 
products will be made avail 
able to consumers. It should 
result in opening important 
new markets to the Florida 
agricultural industry.” 
Should the plans material 
ize, Mr. Peters explained, 
many Florida growers will 
be asked to participate in 
the German festival. 


“The Farm Front 


The “fast buck" rarely 
finds a home down on the 
farm. 

If there are any floating 
around, they're generally 
picked off by those pas- 
sing through—the migrant 
workers who harvest the 
land... buys and plants 

All the gamble belongs 
everyone profits from his 
production but the farmer 
himself, 
the land . . , buys and plants 
Aertilizes, sprays 
. „hires machin- 
ery and labor to assist in 
these and myraid other 
tasks of cultivation. . .buys 
gas, oil and grease for his 
equipment. . .pays for ге- 
pairs and maintenance. 

He sustains the deprecia- 
tion on his capital outlay. . . 
buys certain licenses and in- 
surance, . «has interest to 
pay on his production capi- 
tal. . .and has many other 
expenses too numerous to 
cite, 

‘Phat takes care of his 
production costs. 

But once the plant has 
burst through the soil, blos- 
somed and matured into a 
marketable commodity un- 
der his tender loving care, 
һе finds he’s only halfway 


ing, grading and packing la- 
bor, the purchase of con- 
tainers, the pay for hauling 
and for sales assistance. 
By the time his produc- 
tion, harvesting and mar- 
keting costs are lumped to- 
gether, the farmer's neck is 
stuck ‘way out. Some years 
he wins. Some years he 
loses. Every year, win or 
lose for the farmer, the 
others are taken care of. 
The farmer's plight is 
well defined statistitally. 
Just released by the Florida

Agricultural Experiment 
Stations in Gainesville is a 
report entitled “Costs and 
Returns from Vegetable 
Crops in Florida”. 

Its analysis of the Florida 
truck farmer's financial sit- 
uation for the 1964-65 sea- 
son reveals the one-sided- 
ness of his risk in making 
agricultural ends meet. 

The study contains 33 pro- 
files of cost-return relation- 
ships for various crops in- 
volving farmers in 12 Flori- 
da production areas. 

Of these 33 profiles, 22 
showed the temporary har- 
vesting labor earning more 
from the farmer's land than 
the farmer himself. 

The most pathetic boast 
that might be made by an 
“average” snap bean grow- 
er in the Everglades area 
would be that he “made 
money” that season. Aver- 
age net income—after costs 
are reconciled with sales— 
was the grand sum of $8.38 
per acre. 

Meanwhile, that grower's 
picking crews picked up 14 
times as much money for 
their seasonal efforts on his 
land. 

His investment to yield 
the $8.38 was $315.48, which 
included $113.96 per acre 
for his harvest labor. 

But by the standards of 
less fortunate growers, the 
Glades bean man did well. 
Consider that 10 of the pro- 
files reflected actual net 
losses “on investments for 
the average farmer. 

These ranged from a mi- 
nimal loss to Immokalee- 
Lee County watermelon 
growers to whopping losses 
for Palm Beach-Broward 
eggplant producers. 

Even so, while these farm 
ers were going under for 
the season, they made pay- 
roll f@ their picking crews. 
Following are the per-acre

earnings for the harvesters 
from these deficit farming 
enterprises: 

Palm Beach Broward egg- 
plant pickers got $215.65, 
green peppers $163, squash 
$82.30, and cucumbers $92.- 
85; Dade tomatoes $125.54; 
Glades cabbage $33.78. nd 
leaf crops $44.69; Immoka- 
Jee-Lee green peppers $127.- 
23, and watermelons $29.30; 
and Hastings cabbage $58.05 

With labor costs going up 
sharply—through the feder- 
ally enforced loss of off- 
shore migrant workers, si- 
multaneously with the fe- 
deral minimum wage now 
affecting agriculture and 
the unionizing of crews— 
things will get worse before 
they can get better for the 
farmer. 

Made clear by the study 
is the prospect that mech- 
anical harvesting could be 
a literal life-saver for Flor- 
ida vegetable farming. 

With certain crops—such 
as potatoes—where mech- 
anical means have been re- 
fined to minimize the use 
of stoop labor, the farmers 
have been able to shave 
costs, 

Contrast the average har- 
vesting cost of $16.56 per 
acre for a mechanical Dade 
potato farmer with the 
$491.39 per acre necessary 
to bring in Palm-Broward 
vine-ripe tomatoes! 

Farming's a gamble any 
way you look at it. . .and 
the farmer's blood, sweat 
and tears go into the pot 
with his money. By mech- 
anizing as much as possible 
he will not only cut down 
on human error but—and 
I'm in sympathy with this— 
cut down the odds against 
him at the same time.

Tipton, has 
under his contro] all the 
air defense forces in the 
southeastern United States, 
including land-based detec- 
tion radars, airborne early- 
warning aircraft flying be- 
tween Key West and Cuba, 
fighter-interceptor squad- 
rons, and ground-to-air mis- 
sile units.

Florida has a large com- 
plement af NORAD forces 
primarily because it lies so 
near the coast of Cuba. In 
southern Florida — in the 
Miami-Homestead complex

West. 

NORAD's ocmponent stru 
ture is designed to give the 
continental air defense sy- 
stem true depth. Its “de- 
fense in depth” - concept 
combines distance with a 
variety of weapons, An en- 
emy would be met and en- 
gaged along the full range 
of his attack, by weapons 
differing according to his 
distance from the target.

Airline Strike 
Costly To Fla. 


Florida їз one of several 
states that is suffering bad- 
ly from the airlines strike 
between the machinists un- 
ion and the management of 
five major airlines. Some 
60% of all air traffic is shut 
down and financial losses 
in Miami and Dade County 
alone amount to some $18 
to/$20 million weekly, ře- 
ports Senator Holland. 

Holland said that he has 
introduced legislation to 
outlaw such strikes, first in 
1959 and in each succeeding 
Congress since. The bill a- 
mends the Railway Labor 
Act to require compulsory 
arbitration of airlines la- 
bor.

U. S. They shield more than 
100 cities „including тапу 
of the nation’s heaviest con- 
centrations of population 
and industry. 

Florida has the distinction 
of being the only state in 
which both the Nike Her- 
cules and Hawk surface-to- 
air missiles are stationed. 

‘The Hercules, on site sin- 
ce Mid-1958, was the first 
combat ready surface-to-air 
missile with a nuclear cap- 
ability to join North Amer- 
ica's aerospace defenses and 
is expected to remain a key 
weapon in the system for 
some time. Equipped with 
their own defense fire dis- 
tribution systems, the Her- 
operate independently of 
the rest of NORAD. 

Since the Hercules was 
first deployed, * numerous 
modifications and additions 
have been made to the basic 
system, giving the improved 
missile the capability to en- 
gage smaller and swifter 
targets such as air-to-sur- 
face and submarine-launch- 
ed missiles in addition, to 
the bombers which the Нег. 
cules was originally design- 
ed to destroy. The changes 


have added years to the life 
expectancy of Hercules 
units in the NORAD system. 
The Army National Guard 
plays an integral role in 
the ARADCOM task organi- 
zation, having full respon- 
sibility for more than 40 
Per cent of the more than 
110 Nike Hercules sites. 

Hawk, the optimum NO- 
RAD weapon in use today 
for interception of low-al- 
titude targets, was moved 
into southern Flo; 
ing the Cuban crisis 
ber 1962 to bo 
ses against low-level 
tack and has since bome 
а permanent part of the 
Army Air Defense Com- 
mand. 

Two electronic systems are 
used by ARADCOM to co- 
ordinate the fire distribu- 
tion of Army  surface-to- 
air missiles, One is called 
Missile Master; the other is 
BIRDIE Battery Integra- 
ion and Radar Display 
Equipment), used for co- 
ordination of missile batter- 
ies in the smaller defense 
complexes. 

Hawk missile fire can al- 
so be integrated through 
ARADCOMS fire distribu- 
tion system, as in the case 
of the Miami-Homestead 
Defense where the Army 
air defense command post 
is a BIRDIE serving as the 
center coordinating both 
Hawk and Hercules units.

In this and other ham- 
mocks are many varieties 
of rare and gorgeous tree 
snails, and thirty-one vari- 
ties of orchids were once 


counted, Many orchids, we 8 


were told, had medicinal 
value. Some were used by 
the Indians. Seeds of other 
varieties were brought from 
Africa to the Bahamas by 
slaves who valued their po- 
tency. The pseudo bulb of 
the butterfly orehid could 
be used for dood, and cow 
horn orchid, one of the lar- 
gest, was used by Indians 
and early settlers for glue. 
Until it could be produced 
syntheticaly, our vanilla 
was extracted from seeds of 
one variety of orchid. The 
soldiers of Cortez discover- 
ed that the Aztecs flavored 
their chocolatil drink with 
ground vanilla beans, 

Dr. Craighead lamented 
that many varieties of or- 
chids which were plentiful 
ten years ago are now rare 
or extinct. They are eaten 
by coons, deer, rodents and 
insects as well as being КЇЇ. 
ed by wild fires during 
droughts. Most inexcusable 
is the fact that both snails 
and orchids are carried off 
by visitors to the park. Al- 
ligators also are scarce, kill- 
ed by poachers for their 
valuable hides. As in other 
national, parks, the public 
seems determined to despoil 
this one. 

We spent about twenty 
minutes in this hammock, 
and though we had drench- 
ed ourselves with repellant, 
the mosquitoes didn't seem 
to know it, 

Dr. Craighead identified 
various plants and trees as 
we drove along - gumbo 
limbo, strangling fig, sever- 
al kinds of cactus, one of 
which grows only in trees, 
and the soap berry tree. 
There also was the black 
mangrove whose leaves are 
so salty that they formerly 
were used for seasoning, 
and whose branches make 
an unexcelled mosquito

He fearlessly broke 
off branches from the man- 
chineel, a tree whose fruit 
jooks and smells like an ap- 
ple but which is deadly poi- 
son, and also from the poi- 
son wood tree. To a person 
subject to ivy poisoning, the 
dew dripping from the 
leaves of either tree can 
cause a painful rash,

remark that deer had been , 


scarce in the park for years. 
Douthit related that when 
he had lived here they-were 
so plentiful that his father 
never had far to go if he 
wanted to shoot a deer. 
“But,” he said, “no wonder 
they are scarce now. These 
es need to be burned 
every year to furnish 
tender @ for them to 
graze on. The old settlers 
here always used to do that, 
nd the Indians did before 
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them.” 

The doctor agreed that 
centrolled burning was the 
answer, but the park auth- 
orities, remembering the de 
sclation wrought in the ham 
mocks by wild fires during 
the years of drought, were 
opposed to any burning.

Protecting the 
agricultural area in the up- 
per Everglades and the pop- 
ulous East Coast takes pre- 
edence over wild life in the 
sawgrass, so it appears that 
the wild deer are doomed, 
fer the time being at least. 
But we can remember how, 
during the cattle tick era- 
dication campaign in the 
1930's, a determined effort 
was made to, exterminate 
every deer in South Flori- 
da. The ranges were then 
restocked with tick free 
deer.
